India keeps up pressure on US in diplomat row 


NEW DELH (AFP) - India 
kept up pressure an file 
United States on Sunday over 
a furore at the arrest and stop 
search of one of its diplomats 
in New York, saying "they 
must do something". 

Foreign minister Salman 
Khurslnd has sought to ease 
file crisis., saying the episode 
should not be allowed to de¬ 


rail "the valuable relation¬ 
ship" between fire world's 
two largest democracies 
But when told file US 
State Department had wel¬ 
comed Ins remarks, Khurslnd 
told the Press Trust of India 
news agency an Sunday: 
"They (file US) must do 
something. Welcoming is not 
enough." 


Asked if lie was hopeful of 
a resolution Df file issue soon, 
Khurshid also said "World 
keeps moving forward, world 
never dies, world never stops 
S omethnig wil 1 hap pen.'

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US says Americans 
safely evacuated from 
S. Sudan’s Bor 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Hie 
United States said it had 
s afely ev acu ated Am eri c an s 
from the rebel-held South Su¬ 
danese city of Ear on Sunday 
one day after a rescue mis¬ 
sion had ta be aborted. 

State Department spokes¬ 
woman Jen Psaki said in a 
statement that helicopters 
were used in the successful 
evacuation, winch was con¬ 
ducted in conjunction with 
file United Nations and the 
South Sudanese government. 

The United States and the 
United Nations, winch has 
file lead for securing Bor air¬ 
port. in Soutli Sudan, took 
steps to ensure fighting fac¬ 
tions were aware these frights 
were a humanitarian mis¬ 
sion "she said. 

Hie announcement came 
24 hours after the Pentagon 
confirmed that three Osprey 


aircraft had been hit by gun¬ 
fire when approaching Bor, 
wounding four US service¬ 
men and forcing the planes to 
head toward Uganda. 

Hie State Department 
statement said around 330 
US officials and private citi¬ 
zens, plus 300 citizens of 
other countries had so far 
been transported to Nairobi 
and other locations on four 
chartered flights and five mil¬ 
itary aircraft 

'We strongly recommend 
US citizens in South Sudan 
depart lmmediately," Psaki 
added 

Hie United States de¬ 
ployed 45 troops on Wednes¬ 
day to protect American 
personnel and assets in South 
Sudan, amid intensifying 
fighting between rebels and 
government forces.

Government plans to 
prepare AOV law after 
Parliament's approval 


ORANJESTAD - After 
much deliberation in an ur¬ 
gent meeting held last 
Wednesday, all parties finally 
reached an agreement with 
respect to the AOV (aid age 
pension) Unions present 
were: ABV TO PA. STT. 
SADA. S1MAR, STA 
SCCA SPA and UEA. All 
parties agreed that something 
must be done ta solve the 
pension fund ta make it sus¬ 
tainable and durable. 

Tire government intends ta 
deal with the AOV reforms 
tins year, while the changes 
will be dealt with in 2014 tc 
introduce changes in phases 
beginning m 2015 The gov¬ 
ernment is conscious of the 
fact that the unions want time 
to evaluate alternatives after 
whatever changes are ap¬ 


proved by Parliament. 

The government agreed 
that in the change concept, of 
the AOV 1 aw; winch is at Par¬ 
liament, they will add a pro¬ 
vision with alternatives that 
are legalized It will be re¬ 
evaluated together witho 
other options. All options 
agreed by the parties must be 
resolved within a period of 
six months. 

At the end it was decided 
that the next meeting on tins 
theme will take place on the 
10th of January 2014. The 
Prime Minister was grateful 
for the input by the unions 
present, their willingness to 
reach a solution. They, he 
concluded, demonstrated 
their interest in Aruba and 
primarily in the pension of 
our seniors.

works of all sizes and colors, to 
chase away any bad luck. 

Setting off fireworks is a 
pleasant expenenee for ail ages, 
but has die potential to be very 
dangerous if not done responsi¬ 
bly and cause great physical 
damage. 

Aruba has a Fireworks 
C ammi s sia n c omp used of the 
Department of Public Health 
(DESPA), die Police Force, die 
Department of Public Works 
(DOW), the Department of 
Technical Inspection (DTI), 
Aviation Management (DLV), 
Mantime Management (DSV), 
Custom Services, Management 
of Legal and Judicial Affairs 
(DJWZ), Aruba Ports Authority 
(APA) and die Ministry of Jus¬ 
tice. They all work together to 
guide and maintain the security 
of ah those who come in con¬ 
tact widi fireworks, from the 
importer to the individuals who 
light the fireworks 

There are several aspects to 
be aware of when handling fire¬ 
works, from the moment of 
purchase to the moment of 
lighting it. 

1. The person buying die 
fireworks must be 12 years or 
older 

2. Chil dren younger than 
12 who wish to buy fireworks 
must be accompanied by an 
adult. 

3. It is recommended to 
buy age appropriate fireworks, 
there are some simply not sui¬ 
table for all ages 



4 D 0 n ot let y oung sters 
handle fireworks without super- 
visa on and always use a fire¬ 
work lighter. 

5. Pay close attention to 
die expiration date on the fire¬ 
works, those of 2012 can stall 
be sold., but NOT those of 
2011

works Hie flyers contain many 
important items for die safety of 
everyone

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CIA helped Colombia 
hunt and kill FARC 
leaders: report 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Colombia's battle against 
leftist FARC guerrillas has 
been secretly aided by a US 
intelligence prog: am th at 
h elp e d go vermn ent fa re e s 
hunt down and assassinate 
rebel leaders, the Washington 
Post reported Sunday 

The secret CIA program - 
- separate from the $3 billion 
US aid package dubbed Plan 
Colombia, which 1 aunched in 
2D00 -- was initially author¬ 
ized by president George W. 
Bush around the same time. 

President Barack Obama 
has continued the assistance, 
tiie Post reported, citing its 
interviews with more than 30 
current and former officials 
from both the United States 
and Colombia. 

The covert pro gram works 
m two ways the US provides 
intelligence to help locate the 
FARC leaders, and it fur¬ 
nishes a special GPS guid¬ 
ance kit that helps convert 
standard bombs into highly- 
pr ease smart bombs 

It was thanks to US infor¬ 
mal on that the FARC num¬ 
ber two, Raul Reyes; was 
found and killed in 2 DOS, the 
report said, noting that the 
CIA program had helped 
Colombia eliminate "at least 
two dozen rebel leaders" 


The Reyes operation was 
carried out on March 1, 200E, 
m neighboring Ecuador 

To conduct an airstnke 
meant a Colombian pilot fly¬ 
ing a Colombian plane would 
lut the camp using a US- 
made bomb with a CIA-con- 
trolled brain," the Post said, 
adding that the United States 
justified the incursion in an¬ 
other sovereign country's ter¬ 
ritory as self-defense for 
Colombia. 

Tli e Revoluti a n ary Armed 
Forces of Colombia (FARC), 
has conducted an insurgency 
against the state since its 
founding in 1964. 

Then president Alvaro 
Uribe waged a fierce war 
against the FARE during his 
2002 to 20ID presidency, re¬ 
ducing Colombia's largest 
leftist rebel group by half- it 
now numbers some S,D00 
fighters — and confining it to 
remote areas of tire country. 

Tire FARC has been in 
peace talks with the govern¬ 
ment of current President. 
Juan Manuel Santos far over 
a year The two sides are cur¬ 
rently discussing drug traf¬ 
ficking as part of an attempt 
to reach a comprehensive 
peace deal.

hit Spain 



MADRID - Lottery ticket- 
holders in two Spanish towns 
- a working-class suburb out¬ 
side Madrid and a town re¬ 
cently lut by layoffs in the 
Basque country - were the 
big winners of the 640-mil¬ 
lion-euro El Gordo Christmas 
draw an Sunday. 


People who bought their 
tickets m the two towns took 
a combined 640 million euros 
of El Gordo, the top prize of 
a 200-year-old Christmas lot¬ 
tery that is a treasured tradi¬ 
tion in Spam, with families,

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Khodorkovsky to 
stay out of Russia, 
help jailed dissidents 


BERLIN (AFP) - Russia's for¬ 
mer oil tycoon Mikhail 
Khodorkovsky said Sunday 
after walking free from a 
decade m prison he would stay 
away from Ins homeland but 
help free political prisoners 
still behind b ars in the country 

In an astomslung turn of 
events, the Kremlin critic sur¬ 
faced m Germany hours after 
his release on Friday from a 
prison in an obscure comer of 
northern Russia, following a 
pardon by President Vladimir 
Putm. 

Mobbed by reporters at Ins 
first news conference m Berlin 
since lus release, Khodor¬ 
kovsky admitted he had been 
given no choice aver lus final 
destination and thanked Ger¬ 
man Chancellor Angela 
Merkel for aiding his libera¬ 
tion 

Khodorkovsky, formerly 
Russia's richest man, said he 
had no intention of becoming 
involved m Russian polities 
and could not return to die 
country so long as a court order 
for him to p ay $ 5 SO million in 
damages was still in place 

He said he would focus lus 
energies on helping political 
prisoners walk out of Russian 
jails. "I will do everything so 
that there are none left, do 
everything 1 can." 

He added that Western gov¬ 
ernments should "remember I 
am not the last political pris¬ 
oner m Russia," adding it 
would be wrong if he was seen 
as a "symbol that there were 
no longer political prisoners in 
lus country 

Rights groups are still seek¬ 
ing to secure the release of 
around a dozen protesters ar¬ 
rested for their role m a rally in 
2012 on die eve of Putin's in¬ 
auguration for a third term, 
who many see as political pris¬ 
oners 

Khodorkovsky's co- accused, 
business partner and friend 
Platon Lebedev also remains 
behind bars. 

Hie former chief executive 
and founder of die YLikos oil 
giant said he had no plans to re¬ 
turn to business but had 
enough means to live on 

He thanked Merkel for 
wo rkni g on his r el ease H e sai d 
that he had been granted a Ger¬ 
man visa for one year bnt had 
not decided on lus future travel 
plans 

"She (Merkel) made it. pos¬ 
sible for me to be free today," 
he said as well as thanking for¬ 
mer German foreign minister 
Hans Dietrich Geo seller who 
held secret talks with Putm to 
win the release. 


Asked about his relationship 
with Putin, Khodorkovsky re¬ 
fused to be drawn into express¬ 
ing hatred towards the Russian 
strongman who the former ty¬ 
coon's supporters accuse of or¬ 
dering lus two trials and 
convictions in order to elimi¬ 
nate a potentially dangerous 
opponent. 

At the tune of lus arrest in 
2003, Khodorkovsky was 
openly critical a f Putm and had 
begun financing the Russian 
opposition 

But he said that while he 
had been treated harshly, “my 
family had never been 
touched". 

Khodorkovsky said he was 
against a boycott of die Sochi 
Olympics in February 2014,. 
noting a "festival of sport 
sho u! d not b e sp oil t" But he ac¬ 
knowledged it should not be¬ 
came a "festival of Vladimir 
Putm". 

In lus first media interview 
since lus release, Khodor¬ 
kovsky revealed he had made 
dearths intention to stay out of 
politics m lus request for a par¬ 
don from Putm and would not 
seek the return ofYukos assets 
which were seized by tire state 
and bought by state Dil firm 
Rosneft 

Khodorkovsky indicated 
that Moscow had wanted him 
out of die country and said he 
will not return home until he is 
certain he can leave again in 
full security 

Putin's spokesman said he 
was free to come back. "He is 
free to return to Russia. Ab¬ 
solutely," Dmitry Peskov told 
AFP. 

On Saturday, the 50-year- 
old was reunited with lus par¬ 
ents, 79-year-old mother 
Marina and SO -year-old father 
Boris, who travelled to Berlin 
from Moscow and with his eld¬ 
est son Pavel, who lives in the 
United States. 

Khodorkovsky, widely seen 
as Russia's most famous post- 
Soviel inmate, was jailed for fi¬ 
nancial crimes m separate 
convictions m 2005 and 2D 10 
He had been due for release m 
August 2014. 

Putin shocked Russia on 
Thursday by saying that, after a 
decade behind bars, his fierce 
opponent bad turned to lum for 
a pardon on humanitarian 
grounds. 

Kho dork o vsky's rel ease 
came amid intense activity in 
Russia in an apparent bid to im¬ 
prove its image ahead of the 
Olympics and its chairmanship 
of the GS next year, with parlia¬ 
ment also approving a major 
amnesty.

Prosecutors said they detained seven Mex¬ 
icans and three Bangladeshis accused of moving the migrants to Mexico's northern 
border with the United States at a huge cost and In grim conditions. The migrants came 
from places like India, Bangladesh, Nepal and Pakistan, as well as Iran and Somalia, 
officials said. The ring was based in Mexico City and the Caribbean coastal state of 
Quintana Roo, prosecutors said, in a raid police found 13 people-two from India, five 
from Bangladesh and six from Nepal - held in unhealthy conditions waiting to be 
moved by traffickers. At least 140,000 people enter Mexico every year trying to reach 
the United States, most of the foreigners are Central Americans, but the number of 
Asians has been on the rise, officials say.

PARIS (AFP) - A 75-year-old 
man who tins week b ecame the 
hist person to receive an arti¬ 
ficial heart developed by 
French biomedical firm Car- 
mat was progressing well, doc¬ 
tors said Saturday. 

Tire patient was "progress¬ 
ing and recuperating", said sur¬ 
geon Christian Latreinouille, 
who was among the Id-strong 
team of doctors who per¬ 
formed the operation at the 
Georges Pompidou Hospital in 
Pans on Wednesday 

Artificial hearts have al¬ 
ready been in use for many 
years as a temporary fix for pa¬ 
tients with cino nr e heart prob - 
lems. 

The Carmat product aims at 
providing a longer-term solu¬ 
tion to bndge the wait for a 
donor heart and enable hospi¬ 
talised patients to return home 
and maybe even resume work 

u He was nearing the end of 
Ins life," Latremouille told a 
press conference, adding that 
the surgery had gone accord¬ 
ing to plan "The intervention 
took place in good condi¬ 
tions.. There were no compli¬ 
cations linked to the 
innovative nature of the im¬ 
plant operation, he said. 

"He is not walking yet, but 
we will try to get him sitting 


and then standing soon 
enough. The objective is 
for him to have a normal 
life" 

The artificial heart, a 
s el f- co ntain e d uni t un - 
planted in the patient's 
chest, uses soft 'biomateri¬ 
als" and an array of sensors 
to mimic the contractions 
of the heart 

Ttie goal is to lessen the 
risk of blood clots andre- 
j ection by the immune sys¬ 
tem. 

Hie patient will have to 
wear a belt of lithium bat¬ 
teries to power tire heart. 

Cardiac surgeon Alain Car- 
pentier, who led the operation 
and who has spent 25 years 
working on the development 
of the artificial heart, satd he 
was grateful to tire patient for 
t akt ng p ail. in the tn al " H e has 
a lot of humour He's a very 
good patient," he told re¬ 
porters. 

More volunteers could soon 
benefit from the 9 DO -gramme 
(31-Dunce) device, according 
to Philippe Pouletty, who co- 
foundecl Carmat with Carpen- 
tier 

"A number of patients are 
being selected. It is likely that 
other implantations will take 
place in the coming weeks," he 
told Europe 1 radio.

3D printing 'will change the world 1 


PARIS (AFP) - From replace¬ 
ment kidneys to guns, cars, 
prosthetics and works of art, 
3D printing is predicted to 
transform our lives in the 
coming decades as dramati¬ 
cally as the Internet did before 

it. 

"I have no doubt it is going 
to change the world," re¬ 
searcher James Craddock told 
AFP at the two-day 3D 
Print show in Paris winch 
wraps up later oil Saturday. 

A member of the 3D Print¬ 
ing Research Group (3DPRG) 
at the UK's Nottingham Um- 
v ersity, Graddo ck n ev erthel ess 
predicted that use of 3D print¬ 
ing would be limited. 

" You wouldn't want to make 


a cup from a 3D printer be¬ 
cause it would probably fall 
apart, leak or poison you, but 
you would use it for high- 
value, beautiful items or re¬ 
placement parts," he said 
- Arms 

This is one of the more eye¬ 
catching pro sp ects and has at¬ 
tracted a lot of publicity 
Californian engineering 
company Solid Concepts said 
earlier tins month it had pro¬ 
duced a metal replica of a clas¬ 
sic 1911 shotgun. 

US entrepreneur and inven¬ 
tor Brook Drumin, however, 
warned that the process of 
printing a gun would be si dw, 
expensive and potentially dan¬ 
gerous, requiring lasers at high 


temperatures, lots of power 
and hazardous materials

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Snowden revelations may lead to 
spying curbs: experts 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - In¬ 
telligence leaker Edward 
Snowden's revelations about 
the scale of Amen can eaves¬ 
dropping have succeeded in 
triggering a fierce debate 
which could ultimately lead to 
limits on National Security 
Agency spying, experts say 
Snowden has been lab eled a 
“traitor" by government offi¬ 
cials but events tins week sig¬ 
nalled a possible vindication 
for the former computer con¬ 
tractor, who has always in¬ 
sisted he is a whistleblower 
trying to shed light on the 
NSA's secret surveillance. 

Six months since a stream of 
bombshell revelations began 
pouring out from Snowden, 
members of Congress are pro¬ 
posing new laws to rem in tire 
N S A a fe deral j ud g e rul ed one 
of its programs is likely uncon* 
stitutionai and a panel hand¬ 
picked by the White House has 
called for sweeping changes to 
electronic surveillance 
It is "undeniable that we're 
having a series of debates 
about the appropriate limits of 
government surveillance that, 
without Edward Snowden, we 
would not be having," said 
Stephen Vladeck, professor of 
1 aw at Am err o an University 
‘if Snowden's goal ^vas to 
spark a public debate I think he 
succeeded beyond his wildest 
dreams," he told AFP 
Snowden, who has been 
granted asylum in Russia and 
faces espionage charges in the 
US, has expressed satisfaction 
that federal judge Richard 
Leon found the NSA's collec¬ 
tion of Americans' telephone 
records probably violated pri¬ 
vacy rights and that the snoop¬ 


ing was "almost Orwellian" in 
scale. 

"Today, a secret program au¬ 
thorized by a secret court was, 
when exposed to the light of 
day, found to violate Ameri¬ 
cans' lights," Snowden said 
after Monday's ruling 

The most serious rebuke to 
the NSA came Wednesday 
from a panel of establishment 
figures named by the White 
House to review the surveil¬ 
lance operations that mush¬ 
roomed after the attacks of 
September 11, 20Dl. 

The panel, which included a 
career spy who served as act¬ 
ing director of the Central In¬ 
telligence Agency, Michael 
Morrell, called for imposing 
limits on tire NSA's powers, 
scaling back its secrecy and re¬ 
forming tire agency. 

"We conclude that some of 
the authorities that were ex¬ 
panded or created in tire after- 
math of September 11 unduly 
sacrifice fundamental interests 
m individual liberty, personal 
privacy, and democratic gover¬ 
nance," the panel wrote in its 
report issued Wednesday. 

The panel also called into 
question claims from US spy 


chiefs that the dragnet of 
phone and Internet traffic has 
kept America safe, saying the 
spying "was not essential to 
preventing attacks." 

The panel warned that pri¬ 
vacy rights outlined in the 
Fourth Amendment to the US 
Constitution should not be sac¬ 
rificed m the name of preserv¬ 
ing security, but also said the 
government had a duty to pro¬ 
tect its citizens. 

The tension between those 
two principles is at tire heart of 
the debate triggered by Snow¬ 
den 

" I think the question is what 
is the spirit of the Fourth 
Amendment as applied to the 
new technologies?" Vladeck 
said. 

"That is the incredibly lin- 
p ortant and so far unanswered 
question looming behind the 
Snowden disclosures " 

Even the Director of Na¬ 
tional Intelligence, James 
Clapper, reluctantly acknowl¬ 
edged in September that 
Snowden's leaks have gener¬ 
ated a much-needed discussion 
about tire parameters of eaves¬ 
dropping 

More than a decade since 


tlie 9/11 attacks, fire sweeping 
powers granted to the NSA by 
two successive presidents and 
lawmakers are now being re¬ 
examined, according to James 
Lewis, a former senior US of¬ 
ficial who worked on intelli¬ 
gence and cyber security 

"It's painful tD say but yes, 
Snowden triggered long over¬ 
due thinking about how we en¬ 
gage in intelligence 
collection," said Lewis, a sen¬ 
ior fellow at the Center for 
Strategic and International 
Studies. 

Snowden's leaks, however, 
also have damaged the US 
government's ability to gather 
intelligence and that will carry 
unknown risks, he said. 

Snowden evokes mixed 
feelings among Americans. 

According to a Washington 
Post-ABC News poll last 
month, only 35 percent of 
Americans between the ages 
13 to 30 say Snowden should 
be charged with a crime, com¬ 
pared with 57 percent of those 
30 and older 

Rights activists believe the 
leaks have opened up a rare 
opportunity tD enact major re¬ 
forms but it remains unclear 
where President Barack 
Obama will come down on the 
p anel's r ec omin end ati a ns. 

For Snowden, the secrecy 
surrounding NSA spying rep¬ 
resented a bigger threat than 
fire surveillance itself. 

" What we recoil most strongly 
against is not that such surveil¬ 
lance can theoretically occur, ‘ 
he wr ote to Time magazine in 
an email interview, 'but that it 
was done without amaj onty of 
society even being aware it 
was possible" 
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Spacesuit 

flaw 

postpones 
station 
repairs to 
Dec 24 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
new flaw has emerged with a 
US-made spacesuit, forcing 
NASA to delay until Christmas 
Eve the next outing to repair 
the International Space Sta¬ 
tion. file space agency said Sat¬ 
urday 

The problem came up in a 
system that handles water con¬ 
densation in veteran astronaut 
Rick Mastracclua's spacesuit 
after he re-entered the space 
station airlock following a 
spacewalk that lasted 5.5 
hours, NASA said. 

It was not believed to be the 
same type of issue that caused 
a dangerous water leak in the 
helmet of Italian astronaut 
Luca Parmitano m July 

An investigation into that 
situation is ongoing 

Faced with unexpected re¬ 
pairs due to an equipment 
cooling breakdown at the or¬ 
biting lab on December 11, 
NASA arranged makeshift 
snorkels inside fire 35-year-old 
spacesuits and absorbent pads 
m the helmets for these space- 
walks in case such a leak hap¬ 
pened again. 

Now, astronauts are plan¬ 
ning to work on resizing a 
spare spacesuit aboard the ISS 
for Mastracchio, 53, to \vear 
on tire next spacewalk to com¬ 
plete file ammonia pump mod¬ 
ule replacement. 

Hie outing was initially set 
for Monday, but will now take 
place Tuesday. 

NASA released the news 
late Saturday, after file space- 
walk by file two American as¬ 
tronauts went faster than 
planned and appeared to go off 
without a hitch. 

Space agency officials told re¬ 
porters this week that Hopkins, 
44, would be wearing the suit 
Parmitano had worn when he 
experienced the leak that 
nearly drowned him, noting its 
water pump system had been 
replaced 

The spacewalks were called 
for after a faulty valve forced 
a partial shutdown in the sys¬ 
tem that regulates equipment 
temperature at the space sta¬ 
tion.

GEN EVA (AFP) - Swiss banks 
are scrambling ahead of a De¬ 
cember 31 deadline to decide 
whether to join a US program 
aimed at zooming in on lenders 
tiiat helped Americans dodge 
taxes 

Around 4G of Switzerland's 
some 30□ banks have already 
s si d pub licly they will take p ait 
in a US program setup to allow 
Swiss financial institutions to 
avoid US prosecution in ex¬ 
change for coming clean and 
possibly paying steep fines. 

Washington alleges that 
Swiss banks have helped US 
citizens hide billions of dollars 
in assets from tax authorities, in 
a row that has soured relations 
between tire two in recent years 
Hie two counties reached a 
deal m August aimed at ending 
die dispute, piercmg a signifi¬ 
cant hole in the tradition of se¬ 
crecy upon which die Swiss 
b anking industry was built. 

Hie banks have until the end 
o f die y e ar to deci d e whether to 
fess up to potential wrong¬ 
doing and hand over their files 
to US authorities, and thereby 
sin eld themselves from legal 
action, or take their chances 
outside the program. 

Picking the wrong option 
could saddle a bank with crip¬ 
pling fines, fees or a US indict¬ 
ment. 
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Banks that opened unde¬ 
clared accounts for US clients - 
- especially die ones that 
actively wooed such clients — 
definitely should join the pro¬ 
gram, experts say. 

Washington in 2009 fined 
Switzerland's biggest bank, 
UBS, $7S0 million for complic¬ 
ity in tax evasion 

"If one of Hie 10 to 15 banks 
the US Department of Justice 
already has nuts files does not 
show up. ... you can be sure 
diere will be a BOOM in Janu¬ 
ary," Homung said 

Switzerland's one-time ol¬ 
dest bank Wegelm & Co., 
founded in 1741, discovered 
earlier this year die price of not 
coming clean to US authorities 
when given die chance: it was 
pushed out of business after" 
being slapped with a 174-mil¬ 
lion fine for helping wealthy 
clients avoid at least 330 mil¬ 
lion in taxes 

Fourteen banks, including 
Switzerland's second-biggest 
bank. Credit Suisse, are already 
officially under US investiga¬ 
tion and will have no chance to 
skirt legal action. 

Hie other banks can how¬ 
ever' op t m to die pro gramme by 
determining which of the three 
remaining categories they be¬ 
long in. 

Most so far are signing up 
for category two and thereby 
acknowledging they may well 
have had US clients with unde¬ 
clared accounts. 

Category three, reserved for 
banks that aim to pm ve their in¬ 
nocence, "wont be crowded, it 
looks like," he said 

Especially surprising per¬ 
haps is that a large majority of 
the publicly backed cantonal 
banks, which are regionally 
based and have long insisted 
they never went, after US 
'Clients, have opted for category 
two. Small banks could be 
forced out of business. 

All die banks rushing to the 


confession booth have not ne¬ 
cessarily committed any mis¬ 
deeds though, experts say. 

A number of banks insist 
diey have only had a few US 
clients and have never done 
anything to encourage tax eva¬ 
sion, but have chosen to ini¬ 
tially join category two for fear 
that a angle tax-dodging Amer¬ 
ican, even unbeknownst to 
them, could land them in legal 
qualms. 

Swi tzerl and s third -I argest 
bank, Reiffeisen, and private 
bank Vontobel have for instance 
said they will apt for category 
three or four, reserved for local 
banks with no US clients at all, 
winch should show some of the 
smaller banks with few US 
clients: that the self-flagellating 
is unnecessary, Kunz said. 

Banks in category two will 
face penalties equivalent to be¬ 
tween 30 and 50 percent of the 
value of undeclared accounts, 
depending on when they were 
opened, not to mention tower¬ 
ing legal and translation fees. 

"Many of the smaller banks 
simply will not be able to afford 
tins," Homung said, cautioning 
that a number of banks might 
go belly-up. 

He urged b aides that had 
done nothing wrong to opt out 
of the program altogether, in¬ 
sisting that Washington was not 
interested in hunting do wn the 
minnows in the pond. 

Regardless of how many 
banks decide to sign up by the 
December 31 deadline, ob¬ 
servers warned that the pro¬ 
gram w r as unlikely to provide 
much immediate relief' to a 
Swiss banking sector desperate 
to shake off the uncertainty that 
has been doggmg it throughout 
the dispute with Washington. 

Confusion over haw the US 
program will be implemented 
means "the uncertainty is still 
there for many," Kunz said, 
addin g " So no happy n ew year 
for them." 


Spaniards seek free food 
as soaring costs bring 
cruel Christmas 


BARCELONA (AFP) - After 
dropping off her children at 
school m Barcelona, Es- 
merelda Ingles eats out for 
breakfast, not at one of the 
Spanish Mediterranean city's 
swanky cafes but at a soup 
kitchen. 

The 31-year-old mother of 
three survives the winter on 
free food, as the soaring cost of 
heating her family's home is 
devouring her meagre budget 

Each morning Ingles joins 
around 100 other diners - drug 
addicts, the homeless, unem¬ 
ployed families and battered 
wives — at the Cahu centre, a 
church-run soup kitchen oper¬ 
ated by volunteers in the city's 
humble district of Horta 

Ingl es resorted to chanty 
after three years without work 
when her right to unemploy¬ 
ment benefits expired. None of 
the family's relatives knows of' 
their plight. 

"i open the mail box fearing 
new bills to pay," she said 

Fdi her family of five — in¬ 
cluding daughters aged three 
and ID and an eight-year-old 
son -- the w r ater, gas and elec¬ 
tricity bills amount to about. 
100 euros ($ 13d) a month, she 
said 


After three years of unem¬ 
ployment, Ingles’s husband 
managed to find a temporary 
gardening job with a monthly 
salary of S00 euros. 

But the New Year looks 
bleak. When the two-month 
contract ends, Ingtes's husband 
will be without work again m 
January. 

Her husband is not alone. 
Spam posted a 3d-percent un¬ 
employment rate in the third 
quarter of 3013 even as it cel¬ 
ebrated the technical end of a 
two-year economic downturn, 
a turnaround that is hard to 
perceive on these streets. 

Besides giving food, the 
Calm centre offers clothing 
and even financial aid to cover 
household expenses. 

For the past three years, the 
soup kitchen has been serving 
up hot breakfasts to the needy. 
Unlike most of Spain's econ¬ 
omy, it is experiencing high 
demand. 

A 2013 survey found that 17 
percent of Spanish households 
say they get to the end of the 
month "with great difficulty", 
and 9.3 percent have b een late 
on p aymg their bill s, ac cording 
to the National Statistics Insti¬ 
tute
